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RACING GOSSIP. 

The Australian turf has uncovered another 
great colt in Newhaven. Not content with win- 
ding the Victoria Derby for thee year-olds, he 
has supplemented his victory and established 
a record in the antipodes by romping home in 
the Melbourne Cup. The latter is a handicap 
at two miles, and Newhaven, shouldering 111 
pounds, won by four lengths in 3:2854. He was 
followed home by Bloodshot, a son of Maxim. 

W. T. Jones, the owner of Newhaven, who is 
aow in England, is reported to have won $150,000. 
He has sent instructions to have the colt shipped 
to England, where his first appearance will in 
all probability be in the Ascot Cup next sum- 
aaar. Newhaven’s time in the Melbourne Cup 
was within a quarter of a second of Carbine’s 
record. 

The United States department of Agriculture, 
by the medium of pure figures, shows the injury 
that has been done to the industry of horse cul- 
ture in recent years by the reformers— who do 
not reform.

It also caused Jockey Club action— mean, sec- 
tional and narrow. The daily percentages of 
winning favorites this fall at Brooklyn were ; 
33, 30, 26. 31, 31, 34, 36, 37, 37, 37, 40, 39, 40, 39, 40, 
closing at 38 ter cent. The highest was 40 per 
cent, The lowest 26 per cent.

The Detroit crew which profited over the vic- 
tory of Fautine came back and was in Chicago 
and full force during Ideal Park’s last days. It 
stayed on the ground a few days and evaporated 
without execution or profit. Wang was the tool 
that was to have been used in an Ideal Park 
race. The officials were posted, however. Even 
the idea of using Wang was boldly insolvent. 
The colt is in the gang’s hands and will be used 
later on. He is marked so surely that failure 
to recognize him can only come through the 
avenues of gross official carelessness. Daily 
Racing Form is in possession of all the facts 
about the Vocalic colt’s purchase and subse- 
quent movements. When the proper time 
comes these facts are at the service of any party 
or track to which they will be useful. Wang is 
extremely fast and able to win in any company 
at his distance. The Stud Book is now in the 
hands of the Jockey Club. The latter organi- 
sation can give “ringing” a death blow by pass- 
ing a rule that will make branding on Jockey 
Club lines one of the necessities of registration. 



Apropos the amendments to be proposed at 
the next Jockey Club meeting, Nov. 12, the 
Australian mails bring information that the 



Australian Jockey Club is considering the pass- 
age of an amendment to their rules to fix a 
weight below which handicappers may not fix 
the highest apportionment in any handicap on 
the fiat. A motion is to be submitted naming 
131 pounds as a fixed top weight. The Jockey 
(’lab’s amendment is to the effect that in all 
handicaps the top weight shall not be less than 
126 lbs. just 5 lbs less than the Australian 
Jockey Clubs * proposed amendment. This 
difference is justifiable on the difference 
of the scaJe of weights in the two coun- 
tries. It appears that in Australia, as well 
as here, capable jockeys are often compelled to 
stand idly by under present circumstances, 
while owners have a difficulty in finding light 
weight boys to ride their horses. With a great- 
er proportion of older and heavier, and there- 
fore, more experienced jockeys in a field which 
a heavier scale would allow, it is contended the 
danger of accidents would be much reduced 
and more races would be truly run owing to the 
better class of jockeys that would ride in them. 



NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Lee Christy has gone to San Francisco with 
Will Wallace as trainer. 

Jockey Tommy Walker has signed to ride next 
season for Jay Hardy of the Lilly Meade 
Stable. 

James McLaughlin is booked for California 
with his racing stable, and it is reported will 
train about 20 horses for J. B. Haggin. 

“Jockey Garner has signed with Byron McClel- 
land for next season,” says Broadchurch, though 
the news said that G. C. Bennett had the boy. 

It is said on good authority that “Pittsburg 
Phil” has won $200,000 this year, and that he 
got nearly $80,000 the last day at Moiris Park. 

Oakley is put on record by The Enquirer— less 
than a good authority — as abandoning the 
present bookmaking system for mutual betting 
next season. 

At a meeting of the Kentucky Association, 
held at Lexington November 9, Col, E. F. Clay 
resigned from the presidency and Milton Young 
was elected to his place. 

There is sharp agitation that leans toward 
legislation in Australia toward the totalizer or 
mutual system of betting on the turf. New 
South Wales is already threatened with a law 
recognizing the totalizer. 

A special rule in the New Orleans programme 
book provides that “owners of notoriously bad- 
acting horses are requested not to enter them 
in races, and the entry of any horse proving to 
be a nose-bleeder or unruly at the post will be 
refused.” 

Old Lester, with associations of early great- 
ness, is to race no more. J. A. McAvoy pre- 
sented him after his last Latonia race to Carey 
Applegate for a driving horse. Carey is a gen- 
tleman and will give the old horse the care he 
deserves. 

The conditions of a new and at the same time 
somewhat of a novel race has been announced 
to be run at the second Spring meeting at San- 
down Park, one of the English courses, in 1900. 
The race is called the Century Race of $50,000, 
for now foals and yearlings, to be run at four 
and five years old. The nominators as well 
as the owners of the horses that finish first, 
second and third will receive a share of the 
stakes. Tlie distance is two miles. In the first 
announcement it was stated that 300 entries 
must be received or the race would be at the 
option of the Executive. Since then this figure 
has been reduced to 250. 



A SENSIBLE EASTERN STAKE. 

A great stake is about to be offered by the 
Coney Island jockey club. It is to be an annual 
event for all ages to be run at weight for age at 
the autumn meeting each year. The distance 
has not yet been agreed upon but will be either 
a mile and a half or two miles. It will be called 
the Annual Champion Stakes, and will be prob- 
ably worth about $15,000 or $20,000. The unique 
feature of the race is that a single nomination 
of a horse renders him perpetually eligible to 
start by paying an additional starting fee and 
entries will be made as foals, yearlings or two- 
year-olds with a differential rate of entry. This 
race grows out of a demand. Owners of good 
horses say that after a horse has passed three 
years old there are no valuable races for him 
except the big spring handicaps. All the valu- 
able races are for two and three year olds. Con- 
sequently a horse which is good enough 
to train on to his four year-old form instead 
of increasing in value really depreciates, as the 
earning capacity is reduced. Since the Cham- 
pion Stakes of Monmouth Park the Eastern 
turf has had no weight for age races except the 
First Special at Brooklyn’s autumn meeting. 
It is held that such a great race would be to the 
American turf what the Ascot cup is to England 
— the final trial of the matured winner of the 
Middle Park and Derby.
